Old, Says Dr. Stock. 


BERKELEY," April 30.—Thou- 
sands of years, but not ten* or 
thousand*, is the probable age of 
the »keletons found recently on the 
Raneho Cuanajo. near Los Angeles. 
Dr. Chester A. Stock, head of the 
department of Paleontology of the 
Univernty of California announced 
today. 


A close examination of the bones 


of the si* human beings, which 
were recently brought to Berkeley 
for this purpose, has convinced Dr. 
Stock, he *aya, that although the 
relic* are undoubtedly prehistoric, 
they nevertheless belong to one 
of the more modern geolopical 
periods, probably subsequent to the 
Pleistocene ag<. 


"At lea»t »»T human Individuals 


were found between the levels of 
19 and 23 feeet below the surfac, 
and within an ara of not more than 
12 wjuare feet," said Dr. Stock. 
The structural characters of the 
skulls, so far as comparisons have 
been made, are those of modern 
types. 
The skulls do not exhibit i 


the primitive features seen in the 
Neanderthal Man of the European 
Pleistocene." 


The skeletons may have belonged 


to an early race of Indians.

HOOVER AND SALMON. 


Herbert Hoover believes that the only hope 


for the Alaska salmon lies in the immediate 
enactment of a bill jK-nding in the Senate, 
which will afford "effectual and just restraint." 


There was a time when the Atlantic Coast 


offered prolific salmon fisheries. 
Under no 


regulation those places have been fished out. 
It is now claimed that the Pacific fisheries are 
SO per cent fished out, and for the same reason. 


"Unless 
exploitation 
of these fields 
is 


restrained at once," Secretary Hoover says, 
"the American people will be deprived of their 
last supply of salmon." 


A bill to restrain the destruction and exploi- 


tation of the s.ilnvvn fisheries wns unanimously 
adopted by Democratic and Eepublican mem- 
bers of the House Committee after an exhaus- 
tive im obligation. TheDepartment ofComrnerce 
has been active in pressing the matter. Eegu- 
lations have been put into effect limiting expan- 
sion and reducing the amount of fish which 
could be taken. 


Criticism has been directed at the Depart- 


ment because of questions of policy and con- 
duct in the industry. In reply to this, Secre- 
tary Hoover says: 


''The legislation as it 3s formulated repre- 


sents the will of Congress and will effectually 
save the fisheries, although it does some hard- 
ship to people who nould otherwise profit. 
The department has no authority or relation- 
ship to those fisheries or canneries otherwise 
than in the restraint of the number of fish that 
can be taken. All questions of labor and all 
conduct of the canneries themselves lie entirely 
outside of the Department of 
Commerce, 


although it has made recommendations that 
those matters be taken up and corrected and 
other legislation is now pending for that pur- 
pose." 


The view of the Department of Commerce is 


that if salmon fishing is to continue as a 
Pacific Coast industry it must be regulated, 
and that additional legislative enactments are 
necessary. 


OPEN GARAGE DOORS. 


The main lesson to be learned from the 


txperimeuto which Dr. W. P. Yant has been 
conducting for the benefit of American motor- 
ists is that the doors and windows of the garage 
thoold be opened before the motor is started.

by a vote of 322 to 71, has passed 
the Johnson bill, which 
restricts 


immigrati n from Europe to quo- 
tas of 2 per cent of the number 
of nationals of each country liv- 
ing in the United States in 1890. It 
excludes Japanese, as it does other 
Asiatics. 
The 2 per cent quota 


provision 
reduces the admissible 


numbers 
of 
Immigrants 
from 


southern and eastern "urope more 
drastically than those from north- 
ern and vestern Europe. 


The senate has a bill of Its own, 


which it passed recently. It has 
adopted amendments to this bill 
providing for extrusion of Japan- 
ese and the same 2 per cent quota 
limitations as set forth in the John- 
son bill. 


The subject has been under con- 


sideration In both houses for some 
time. 
As the present 3 per cent 


quota law expires automatically 
on June SO next, it is essential that 
new legls ation be passed before 
that date. It Is also advisable that 
a well considered law, with some 
promise of permanency and the es- 
tablishment of a definite national 
policy with reference to Immigra- 
tion, be adopted, for the greater 
stability of this country and in jus- 
tice to

nationals 
-whose 


personal plans may be affected. 


amended senate bill to go to con- 
rerence before the completed meas- 
ure can go to the President for 
signature. In view of the similar- 
ity of the two bills now, It seems 
probably that there 
will be few 


changes and little delay in confer- 
ence, and that President Coolidge 
will soon receive a bill providing 
for 2 per cent quotas on th« basis 
of 1890 and for Japanese exclu- 
sion.

Trees Record Fires 


The big trees of California re- 


cord tn the tablets of their annual- 
growth rings great fires that oc- 
curred 
there 
In the years 245, 


1441, 1580, and 1797. Evidences 
have been found of forest fires in 
Colorado in 1676, 1707, 1722, 1753 
and 1781, and also one in the Black 
Hills of South Dakota as early as 
1730. Although there are no docu- 
mentary records thereof, the trees 
in the region 
south 
of Mount 


Katahdin prove that a great for- 
est fire ravaged that part of Maine 
in 1795. 


Before the co-ning of the white 


man forest fireg were then as now 
raufed by jr.an or bj l!ghtn:ns. The 
Indians 
practiced the burning of 


forests, prairies and swamps in or- 
der to encourage the growth of j 
berries, to drive game, and also as 
war measures.

The expendi- 
ture of three c<nts an acre a year 
would 
stop

"burnt barrens" and reduce the an- 
nual iire-loss to very small pro- 
portions. This is proposed in the 
McXary-Clarke 
national forestry 


policy bill now pending in Con- 
gress.

THE PHYSIOLOGY OP LJMK. 


Young animals which receive In- 


sufficient calcium (lime) ar« ant 
dersized, have poor appetite and 
poor nutrition, their bones ar« 
thin, pliable, deformed and fragile. 


Calcium salts or food rich in 


calcium, such as orange juice or 
other fruit juice, will oppose or 
prevent acldosis, a state which oc- 
curs In cases of diabetes and other 
diseases and after prolonged fast- 
ing. 


Of the three pounds of calcium 


(lime) in the body of an adult 
weighing 130 pounds, about 99 per 
cent is in the bones and teeth and 
one per cent in the muscles, blood 
and other tissues. 
Blood, by the 


way, is a tissue. The comparative- 
ly small amount of calcium in the 
blood—only 10 milligrams in 100 
c.c., r approximately half a tea- 
epoonful in the entire msas of 
blood, 
which Is less than 
the 


amount of iron In the blood— 
nevertheless has great significance, 
for the proportion of calcium de- 
termines the rate of clotting of the 
blood and has an important in- 
fluence upon the permeability of 
the blood vessels. 
When there is 


a calcium or lime deficiency the 
blood does not coagulate or clot so 
promptly and the fluid or serum of 
the blood more readily permeates 
the tissues. 


The utilization of calcium (lime) 


food is influenced by sunfight, 


particularly by the invisibly actinic 
or ultraviolet rays, and this form 
of energy is obtained also from the 
arc-light and from the mercury- 
vapor quartz lamp. These agencies 
are all employed successfully in 
the treatment of certain conditions 
which seem due to faulty utiliza- 
tion of lime, such as rickets, cer- 
tain cases of hay fever and hy- 
peresthetic rhinitis. 


The internal secretion of the 


parathyroid gland seems to have 
some control over the utilization 
of calcium in the body, though 
some physiologists now think tfiat 
it is the thyroid gland rather than 
the parathyroid which regulates 
the calcium metabolism. 
At any 


rate, the feeding of suitable gland 
extracts has been found helpful in 
the treatment of various conditions 
associated 
with 
a. calcium 
de- 


ficiency in the blood. 


The calcium in the blood is an 


important factor in 
maintaining 


the action of the heart muscle. The 
heart of a frog or other animal 
may be kept beating for some time 
after removal from the body by 
constantly washing- it with "normal 
salt solution," which is a solution 
of salt in water of a strength about 
that of the blood and tears in salt. 
When the heart finally ceases to 
beat it may be made to resume 
beating and continue beating: sev«- 
ia.. jiouia 0} adding calcium to the 
salt solution. 
A solution of com- 


mon salt, (sodium chlorid), potas- 
sium chlorid and ralcium chlorid, 
called Ringer's solution, will keep 
the heart beating much longer 
than salt solution alone will. Nor- 
mal salt solution is a 0.7 per cent 
solution of 
medium chlorid 
in 


boiled 
distilled water. 
Ringer's 


solution contains also 0.03 per cent 
potassium chlorid and 0.025 per 
cent calcium chlorid.
